How Hindoo Women Were Refined. 

in the earlier .lays or The Salvation 
Armv in India, our European women 
lived' in the village Corps, in the nrad 
hut, eating only the simple tood of the 
villagers.

TIMBREL BANDS. 

An Ancient Instrument. 

No agency has done more to glorify 
and modernise the tambouriue tban 
The Salvation Army. 

The Army has given the timbrel a 
prominence which surrounds it with 
an air of peculiar importance. The 
extent to which Salvationism has serv- 
ed to popularise this quaint little in- 
strument can only be measured by the 
fame and popularity of The Army it- 
seir. For to think of the tambourine 
is to think of The Army. The two are 
inseparably associated. We hope it 
may ever be so. Nay. more, we live in 
the conndent belier of seeing it 
brought into still greater and more or- 
ganised use. 

It is remarkable, that apart from 
The Army, the tambourine is little 
heard of. Minstrels use it, and it 
Tonus one of the multifarious pieces in 
an orchestra, whose description is 
covered by the comprehensive word, 
•'effects." Iiien It perforins the silent 
and dignified office or "canvas" for 
young ladies' paintings. There its 
mission iu the world, outside The 
Army, appears to be exhanstcd. 

The origin of the tambourine is 
buried In antiquity. Miriam, of 
course, used it when she led the great 
praise meeting over the destruction of 
the Egyptians In the Red Sea. The 
Italian peasantry utilise it in their fes- 
tivities'. 

Three kinds of very different noises 
can be produced on the tambourine. 
When it is simply struck by the hand, 
its sound has not much effect, unless 
employed in numbers, as in Army Tim- 
brel Bauds, and how truly striking an 
erfect may be forthcoming was dem- 
onstrated recently at the Albert Hall 
Festival. Thirty instruments struck 
together with sharpness and precision

The new Finnish Diet, which is the 
ctnly legislative Assembly in Europe- 
based i n universal adult suffrage, con- 
sists oi two hundred members, nine- 
teen ot whom are women. They pass- 
ed a measure of great importance dur- 
ing the first session, totally prohibit- 
ing all traffic in intoxicating liuuoi's. 
Only lor medical and technical pur- 
poses may spirits be produced , Im- 
ported, stored and distributed as a 
State monopoly. No one is allowed to 
Keep al oholic drinks in his house, and 
the rol -e are authorised to enter any 
house to search it on reasonable 
ground* of suspicion. All persons who 
carry : Icoholic matter are liable to 
have tl.:; vehicle seized, together with 
the horse and harness. Vessels will 
also be forfeited, if the general cargo 
is wine, beer or spirits. Tbe penalties 
for other offences against this Jaw are 
very heavy, varying from a line of 
twenty dollars, to penal servitude for 
throe years. 

The Legislators of Finland are evi- 
dently determined to stamp out the 
liquor traffic. 

Japanese Policy in Manchuria, 

The Japanese are at present pursu- 
ing a most active postal policy in 
Tilauciiuiia, greatly hampering the 
work of the Chinese Imperial post. 
Although the sovereignty of China has 
iieen restored theoretically in Man- 
churia, '.ho South Manchurlan Railway 
refuses to carry Chinese mallB unless 
they are sent throug-h tbe Japanese 



post office, and Internationa! rates are 
paid on. what it is claimed, is Chinese 
inland correspondence, 1. otters to 
Peking from England, sent Wn Siberia, 
are not received by the Chinese post, 
bat by tlio Japanese post office, which 
also undertakes their delivery. The 
Chinese Ministry concerned has. on 
its side, instructed the Chines" Imper- 
ial Railways not to carry Japanese 
mails unless they are sent through the 
Chinese post office, hut the enforce- 
ment of the order has been dererred. 

Centra! American Republics. 

The Presidents of Nicaragua. Hon- 
duras, and Salvador, at a conference 
held at Amap.-iia, on November Gth. 
agreed 10 forget pas! differences, and 
declared the previous treaties of 
rr:en.!:-I::p 'bet.', con their respective 
States to he stiil in foi'ce. The dele- 
gates to the api roiichmg peace confer- 
ence at Washington, will be notified lu 
this effect. The Presidents also de- 
cided to hoid a special peace confer- 
ence after that at Washington, al 
which the delegates of the five Repub- 
lics will endeavour to make their re- 
spective codes of International Law 



Landslide in France. 

As a consequence of the great Roods 
which recently inundated Southern 
France, a huge mass of earth became 
meadows, and obliterating all roads 
detached and moved a distance of 
twelve hundred feet, carrying with it. 
all the tilled soil, fields, woods and 
and bridges in its passage. A large 
chestnut grove has thus been moved 
a distanoo of five hundred feet, with- 
out, apparently, suffering any damage. 
Numerous lakes have be?n formed in 
the vicinity, and the spectacle, which 
Is said to resemble- that of a region 
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scribed as of n rerrlfyinfr and trrnnd- 
iose.heauty. Fortunately the landslide 
took piace at a point where there are 
no villages. 

Indian RasSway Sfrike. 

A serious strike is reported on the 
East Indian Railway. Drivers are con- 
stantly leaving their trains standing at 
remote stations, and la one ease, a 
driver uncoupled his engine, and drove 
off on it with the guard. It Is im- 
possible to connect the strike with tbe 
Indian un.?st, as the European and 
native employees struck together. The 
men's grievances are rather vague. 



but there is a general complaint of 
overwork and poor pay. The trnllie 
staff have joined the engine-drivers' 
slrike. and the resiiit is a lota! di:;- 
orgnnisaiion of the largest Indian Rail- 
way fcjvstem. Communion! ion between 
Aliiiha'luid and Ilmgal is completely 
suspended, and six thousand passen- 
gers ar:> stranded at Asnnsul. Tile Cal- 
cutta Press considers that the situation 
created by the strike is most, serious, 
it being especially necessary, in view 
of the famine, that supplies should be 
ti aiispoited rapidly a bom ILe cuuiiLry. 

King Oscar II. Dead. 

The Swedish people are mourning 
the loss of King Oscar II.. who died 
on December Nth. in his palace, at 
Stockholm, surrounded by the mem- 
bers or his family, including the aged 
Queen Sophia. Crown Prince Oscar 
Guslnv, and hlph Ministers ol State. 

The whole country is bowed with 
grief, for Oscar was something more 
than a ruler of his people, and hail en- 
deared himself to t.liom as an intimate 
an. I personal ftiond. When the flag 
on tbe palace was dipped to half-mast, 
there was a moan of anguish from the 
assembled multitude, and many of 
thorn cried, "Our dear old Kins is 
dead." 

Tbe Kins was seventh-eight, years of 
age. Ue will be succeeded by bis oldest 
son, who will reign as Clustav V. The 
new King Is notably a scholar, a 
musician, and a. man of peace, and lie 
is beloved by all the Swedes. 



Lepers Hopes Raised. 

As the result of an agitation carried 
on by a man named VVellach, the 
Board or Health at Honolulu have 
agreed to permit him to attempt the 
cure of twelve lepers from the Molokai 
Settlement. Mr. Wellach has persist- 
ently asserted that he can cure 
leprosy, and has aroused hopes in the 
minds of the 'i"'i lepers at the Settle- 
ment. 

A Crime Epidemic. 

An epidemic of crime appears to 
have broken ont in all the large cities 
of America, of late. In New York 
alone, more, burglaries, larcenies and 
thefts were reported in one week, 
than in any previous two months of 
its history. To realise the magnitude 
of tbe annual loss to Nes Yorkers by 
burglary and theft, it. Is pointed out 
that, while the loss hy fire In a single 
year has reached $!> .61 8.000, the loss 
by robberies amouotoii to 5X5,875,000. 
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liuiling disasters ami mutiny. The ilis- 
:iffei'liiui among the sailors must bo 
common (liroiiglvoul Ihe service, for 
mutinies have occurred in the fleet in 
the Hindi Sen, ill Hie Haltic. and at 
VkiJivnylook. These levolls are some 
con li ruin I ion or 1he boast of the Revo- 
lutionists, thai the navy lias ceased to ' 
be "loyal to the Czar. 

A Decreasing Nation. 

According lo Hie latesl statistics, tbo 
population of Kraneo is still on tbo 
decline'. Dining J find, there were only 
SOfi.S-iT births in n population of thirty- 
nine millions, compared with an aver- 
age of S:i!i,Si:i, in the ten years pre- 
ceding. These figures show a growing 
discrepancy, when compared with 
those of Germany. In 1N70 the popula- 
tion of the two nations was about 
equal. To-day, France has only thirty- 
nine millions, to Germany's sixty-two 
millions;. Jinny able, and patriotic 
Frenchmen regard this state of things 
wiih dismay, as indicative of national 
decadence. As regards education, in- 
tellectual achievement, physical en- 
ergy, business enterprise, industrial 
development and behaviour, the people 
of France are abreast of the foremost 
nations. In some respects they lead 
the world ; they occupy a country of 
exceptional fertility, and enjoy life in 
tlio most genial of elimntoH. hut all 
these advantages cannot compensate 
them for their rapidly decreasing pop- 
ulation. 



Persecuted Armenians. 

lOvery week reports come to band 

and the desl ruction of whole villages 
by marauding Kurds in Armenia. The 
lawless activity of those tribesmen lias 
become <- great of tale, that, the for- 
eign embassies at. Constantinople have 
been awakened from their usual apathy 
concerning Armenian Affairs, anil are 
urging the Sultan to take action for 
the protection of his Christian sub- 
jects. Little can he expected of. 
hUn. however, except, promises, whicb 
lie never intends to fulfil. 

The gloomy peculiarity of Armenian 
history is that, the country has alw.iyn 
suffered from invasion and oppression. 
Tbe wonder is that any people. could 
survive the succession of ghastly hor* 
rors lb roughs which the Armenians 
have passed, since, first among nations, 
they embraced Christianity, In the 
second century. 

The mountain neighbours of the Ar- 
menians, tbe Kurds, who are of the 
same In do-Aryan stock, remained 
heathen, until the rise of. Mohammed- 
anism, which they adopted, but cor- 
rupted to tbo low level of their civili- 
sation. From that state of semi- 
savage debasement, the Kurdc liavo 
never changed. 

The number of Armenians in Armen- 
ia, is about one million, but there are 
more than that number in ether 
countries. The Kurds number about 
three million. There Is really no hope 
tbat conditions In Armenia will ever 
Improve under Turkish rule, or as 
long as the Kurds find It profitable to 
raid and rob the unfortunate inhab- 
itants*

A WONDERFUL YEAR'S WORK. 



Over 3,000 Women Passed Through the British Rescue Homes 
Last Year, and Over 20,000 Women Helped, 



f® r 'G>iTiFtS/ T lhc ver >' successful

j^OT sary Meeting of the 
I _..._„?• Women's Social Work, 
iffvLS. SlSj held in the Cannon St. 
Hotel, under the presi- 
dency of l.-ord nrnssey: Mrs. llooth de- 
!iv< red a brilliant report of the year's 
work, from whieli we reprint the fol- 
lowing extracts: 

20,883 Cases. 

Let me remind you. however, that 
all these organisations would be a 
very small achievement but for the 
work that is actually accomplished. 
One o; my fears has been lest, in an- 
cpiiiins large places instead of small 
ones, we should become at all stereo- 
typed, and lest the homc-llkeness that 
has characterised our work in the 
smaller places should be w.v ting in 
the larger ones. At present I am 
thankful to know that there is no 
danger n: this. I, Applause. 

"We have been aide to succour, dur- 
ing the past year, very needy ones. 1 
suppose it is necessary 1 should trouble 
you with some statistics. (Applause.) 
We have a very careful machinery for 
the record of statistics, and these 
show us that during the year we have 
been In touch with, and able to help, 
in one way or another. 20.SS3 individ- 
ual women. (Applause.) I cannot 
take up your time to fully explain how 
that grand total — though but a drop in 
the ocean compared with what wants 
to be done . it is more than w _ e have 
ever done before — is made up; but you 
would like to know a few facts. 

"Of that total. ."1,162 women have 
passed through the Rescue Homes — of 
course, I am speaking of this country 
only. Of these, . n ,!)S were, in the first 
instance, unsatisfactory. But we have 
not given them up; if we can get hold 
of them we intend to try again. (Loud 
applause.) On ' the other hand, we 
have had the satisfaction of seeing 
2.764 start out on a life of well-doing. 
(Cheers. Three hundred and eighty- 
seven of these have been cases be- 
longing to that class l most love to 
help — mothers with young children. 
Two hundred and thirty-three ot these 
children were born in our Maternity 
Hospital, and 1 think you will be inter- 
ested In knowing, that in connection 
with that Hospital, small as It is, 1,141 
births were conducted by our own 
Salvation Army District. Nurses.

Shelters. 



Passing on to our Shelters, J should 
evplaiii l bat Ihese are places of differ- 
ent grades, where women come in and 
yay for iheir lodging and food. The 
most needy pay twopence per night; 
others, the ordinary prtee of fourpence 
and provide their own, food; and then 
we have our own boarders, who pay 
6s. 6d. per week, and others who pay 
Ss. 0d. for board and lodging. These 
latter get a little tiny room to them- 
selves. Our Shelters are doing a very 
useful work in uplifting those who are 
down, and in helping those who hove 
to come away from their homes, by 
providing them with a place that is 
home-like and safe. * Inrge amount 



of preventative work is also done in 
these Institutions. 

We have been able to help no less 
than T.TOO women, who were in this 
terrible homeless condition. Oil. if 1 
could only tell you those 7.70!) stories! 
there are ever so many hcart-lirokeu 
wives, some of whom, on account of 
their own sin and drunkenness, have, 
been cast nut by their husbands, and 
have lived with us for a little while, 
in. perhaps the two penny or four 
penny lodging houses, and then the 
grace or God has taken hold of them, 
and they have been changed, (Ap- 
plause.) Power has come to their 
hearts which enables them to walk 
past the public-house instead of going 
in. And then we have found the hus- 
bands, ami got hold of them, and a 
reconciliation has taken place, and 
they have been able to go back to 
their homes, t Applause.) 

Out of the Depths. 

Sometimes, however this homeless 
state conies about because the hus- 
band is too terrible to live with, and 
we; set C'e.mmisiaGrier Stnrgei;^ on bis 
track. Not Infrequently lie is success- 
ful, through the agency of the Men's 
Social Department, and a happy home 
is again set tip. So you see there are 
all sorts of ways and means by which 
these 7,700 women arc reached. 

In addition to the 20,000 assisted 
cases I have mentioned, we have our 
Picadllly Midnight Post, Wo have in- 
terviewed on the streets, at midnight, 
3,70G women, this year, and in the 
cells of the prisons and in the police- 
cells, we have conducted S.HSu inter- 
views. (Applause.) Of course, these 
do not all represent individuals. We 
may have more than one interview 
with the same woman. Hut when you 
realise what that figure involves — 1 
do not know how many ladles here 
are in the habit of doing prison visita- 
tion, but 1 have had some little experi- 
ence, and I think no branch of the 
AVork would really take more out of 
me rron 1 the point of view of nervous 
energy and distress that lasts through 
the night season — I feel profoundly 
grateful to the Officers who do this 
Work. (Applause.) 

In connection with our Slum Work, 
our friends will remember that two 
and a half years ago this was amal- 
gamated with the Women's Social. 

During the year wc have relieved 
10,940 individual cases of distress. All 
of these people have received some- 
thing which we have been enabled to 
give tbeni or to do for them through 
your generosity. 

Now, let uie tell you of one or two 
Incidents that will illustrate the nature 
of the work 1 have been describing. 

In September, 1905, I received a 
letter which touched my heart very 
closely, and which I printed In the 
"Deliverer." It ran somewhat as fol- 
lows: — 

"Dear Mrs. Booth, — I am in great 
distress, anil feel sure, that out of the 
kindness of your heart you will try to 
help me. 1 am a mother, with ten 
children. My husband has been out of 
work for two years, and we are liter- 
ally starving and Bhivcring with cold. 
TIic firm ei.ii.lo.ylig my husband has 



kept themselves 
the Winter, and 
and better. A 
■ed this second 



failed, and ho can only get odd jobs. 
Will you send us out to Cannda. Wo 
are a big family, my eldest boy is six- 
teen, but. we can work if yon will only 
put us in the Way of getting employ- 
ment." 

Sensible Sopport. 

We went to our lOmiuration Bureau 
about, that case, inn the ten children 
and the absolute poverty. I think, 
rather alarmed them! (Laughter.) 
They had not experienced such en- 
couraging lesults lhen as they havo 
since, for if was at the beginning oE 
the Work. Our Ollieers visited the 
family, found the place beautifully 
clean, the children clothed, but their 
dresses and petticoats were made o[ 
patchwork, the pieces lor which the 
inoiher hud hud given her. or which 
had been picked up. They were cry- 
ing for bread. The mother's account 
was found to be absolutely correct. 
From the response received through 
"The Deliverer," we were able to sup- 
ply the parents with a coiTee stall, by 
means of which, tin 
from starving duriii 
gradually did beuc 
month ago, I reci 
letter.; — 

"ileal" Mrs. Hooth, — Two years ago, 
when lunkcn hearii..! with sorrow? I 
wrote to .von as the last hope, on be- 
half of my ten children, self. an. I hus- 
band, who. from comfort, bad come to 
abject, want. I asked if it were pos- 
sible for ns to emigrate to Camilla, 
where I here was plenty of work. 

"The way was not clear to send us 
to Canada, but you helped us by pro- 
viding us with a rofree stall, anil now 
I am so pleased to tell you that my 
husband has at last got to Canada, and 
holies to send for us all through The 
Salvation Army. However dark tho 
path. 1 can never forget the way in 
which you came to our help, 

"A lady has written for my eldest 
daughter, offering ,<j:t per month and 
board and lodging. I rannut get her 
fare together until October. Ijy that 
time the last Army boat will have 
gone. H.v die help of ihe coifee stall 
and dressmaking, l have been able to 
keep my little ones from want." 

I sent my Officers to see them, ami 
1 am glad to tell yon we felt they were 
among the number ot those who could 
be trusted lo repay tin; money ad- 
vanced to (hem, and so by tho last S. 
A. boat this year, the whole family, in, 
good spirits, proceeded to Canada. 
(Applause.) I might add that the 
coffee stall has been returned, and is 
now being used to help another de- 
serving family. 

This morning we received a letter 
from the daughter: — 

"I received my first six dollars 
wages this morning. 1 paid two off 
my Tare, two to friends in England to 
whom my parents owe money, and f 
have given two to my mother. My 
father is grateful for (he interest you 
have taken in tlip family's be.hair, ami 
which w r e will never forget. 1 would 
not come back to England now for the 
biggest fortune." 



We are having glorious soul-saving 
times at St. John II. NJ.'d.. On Sunday 
last wc had with us at the night meet- 
ing, Mrs. Adjutant Puyne and Adjut- 
ant Bcckstend. who for tho past few 
months, have been In charge of tho 
Rescue Work in this city. They faf»- 
weilcd from us to go and light Tor God 
in some other part of the vineyard. 

Wc also had the Jiewly appointed 
Rescue Officers, Staff-Captain Ilolinan 
and her assistants, Captain Russell 
and Lieutenant Boone, whoso singing- 
was much enjoyed, and four so.ils 
sought and found Christ.

We are very sorry to nonce that 
the world's wheat crop of 1J07, is 
short. According to calculations of ex- 
perts, it will be fifty million r-.uarters 
less than last year's, aud in the United 
Kingdom, where twenty-seven loaves 
are made of foreign wheat, for every 
six made of native wheat, a shortage 
of crop is a serious matter. To show 
how it affects '.he poor man. we may 
say that in December, 1900. the price 
of wheat was twenty-six shillings and 
thre^ pence, now it is thirty-four shil- 
lings an'l seven pence. But this U 
not all. The prediction has heen made 
that before long, the present prices- 
will he looked upon as moderate, and 
England is returning to the conditions 
of the early seventies, when wheat 
stood at fifty-sis shillings a quarter. 

With the dally Press ringing the 
changes day after day, on such alarm- 
ist matters as these, is it any wonder 
that the workless man, who sees his 
loaf dwindling in size, "takes chances," 
and leaves certain ills, for those he 
knows not of?
